Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The instant scope of enablement and written description rejections 
for claims 1, 12-16 were discussed in light of the specification, submitted references and allowed claims of USPN 
6,566,324. The rejections addressing enablement and written description as they pertain to reducing goblet cell 
hyperplasia in an airway will be withdrawn in light of consideration of these documents. But the nasal polyp treatment 
claim (claim 26) has still not been resolved regarding enablement. This rejection will be addressed in light of example 
8 of the instant specification.. 
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
